Tax Records Reveal 


Figure — But Police 
Head Denies There 
Is Open Gambling.

—Policy game operations here 
exceed $300,000 a year, it was 
shown today in a check of the 
federal tax paid by operators. 


Despite the federal tax stamp 
records, Lyman Field, lawyer 
and head of Kansas City’s ‘‘blue 
ribbon” police board, insisted 
that the policy racket ‘has been 
almost wiped out and there is 
no known open gambling in Kan- 
sas City.” 

Experienced observers say the 
annual policy play exceeds the 
$300,000 indicated by the tax 
records.

Jeopardy in Mill Creek 

The proposal of a POAU speaker 
that public-spirited citizens buy the 
Mill Creek Valley acreage and pre- 
sent it to the University of Missouri 
is little short of farcical.

No Hero.in Congress _ 


In fleeing Washington at dawn before 
Premier Khrushchev’s arrival, Congress left 
behind a record that will not encourage the 
presidential aspirations of Senator Lyndon 
Johnson of Texas. 

In‘a mid-summer poll, Congressional Demo- 
crats named Mr. Johnson as their favorite pres- 
idential choice. And while the Majority Lead- 
er has denied White House aspirations, he has 
taken pains to dissociate himself from too 
close ties with the Southerners who, he once 
said, could not win nomination or election. 


A Congressional Quarterly analysis shows 
that Senator Johnson voted 12 times with the 
Southern wing of the party in 1957 and 11 
times with Western Democrats when there 
was a distinct issue between the two groups. 
This year the Texan has sided with the West- 
erners nearly 60 per cent of the time. 


His skill as a moderator between these 
groups in the 1957 civil rights fight won him 
applause for parliamentary skill and strong 
leadership. In 1959, Senator Johnson seemed 
to have an opportunity to become a Demo- 
cratic hero. The voters had provided close 
to .2-to-1 Democratic majorities in Congress 
and had sent 15 new Demoécrats to the Senate 
—a record number. 

. . * 

Backed with such ammunition, the jubilant 
Majority Leader offered Congress a spectacu- 
lar program. He urged “a bold housing pro- 
gram,” a “courageous urban renewal pro- 
gram,” a depressed areas bill, a new farm 
policy and a review of foreign policy “so that 
bold, new, imaginative programs can be rec- 
ommended.” He even offered a civil rights 
bill of his own, including a kind of mediation 
service in this field. 


All this talk of boldness and imagination 
might have provided a strong program for 
any leading Democrat, had it been accom- 
plished. It has not been. That bold housing 
program was twice deliberately watered down 
and still was twice vetoed by President Eisen- 
hower. Johnson took little part in the labor 
bill fight. No new farm policy or foreign 
policy review is in sight. The whole civil 
rights issue finally came down to a half- 
hearted effort to extend the life of the Civil 
Rights Commission, which was the least the 
session could have done. 

* * ° 

Where did all the boldness and imagina- 
tion go? To some extent they wenf down 
the drain with the recession which helped to 
inspire such talk. By mid-summer, Senator 
Johnson and his Texas twin, Speaker Ray- 
burn, appeared to have concluded that the 
times and public opinion had changed since 
the clarion call for boldness. 


The bills they supported were conservative 
bills, and liberal Democrats were disgruntled 
if ineffective. While the vestiges of the Dem- 
ocratic program often were crippled because 
Congress would not stand up to vetoes, that 
situation only made House Minority Leader 
Halleck of Indiana appear more authoritative 
at times than any of the Democrats. 


This first session of the Eighty-sixth Con- 
gress has given the Republican Administra- 
tion most of what it demanded including, ap- 
parently, a halanced budget. As columnist 
T.R.B. points eut in The New Republic, the 
most strongly Democratic Congress since 
Roosevelt times has written the most Repub- 
lican record since Coolidge times. 

While the merits of that record will be de- 
bated, it hardly offers a strong launching pad 
for any Democratic congressional leader aim- 
ing at the White House. 


If Not Now, Then Later 


President Eisenhower’s rejection of the 
railroads’ request for a presidential commis- 
sion study of featherbedding is, we hope, a re- 
jection only for the time being. 

The President declares that a study at the 
present moment “could interferetwith normal 
collective bargaining processes’ since existing 
contracts between the railroads and the broth- 
erhoods are €xpiring Nov. 1. This is a ten- 
able point of view, and, the subject having 
been allowed to languish for as many years as 
have gone by now, we do not suppose the 
passage of a few more months will make any 
substantial difference. , 

But as soon as the present contract negotia- 
tions have been .completed, a presidential 
commission really should be set to work on a 
study not only of featherbedding but on the 
whole problem of technological displacement 
of which it is a part. 

Featherbedding is a stopgap against tech- 
nological unemployment but it is far frem a 
solution. A constructive program for dealing 
with this thorny problem could be of service 
to the nation in preserving the railroad sys- 

tem and as a guide for the solution of similar 
problems on the airlines and in other fields 
where they arise,

Confidence Before. Taxes 


. If School Board President H. Lee Bruns 
expects St. Louis voters to approve a “sub- 
stantial” tax increase next spring, he had bet- 
ter begin paving the way for it now. 


The first step would be for Mr. Bruns to 


dig out the report by the A. T. Kearney & Co, 


firm of business consultants for which the 


board paid $50,000 and which it then ignored. 
The next step would be for Mr. Bruns to per- 
suade his colleagues to put the Kearney rec 
ommendations into effect. 


The Kearney report. was made in 1954 but 


the board has done nothing substantial to 
challenge its judgment that St. Louisans were 
spending $1,487,000 a year too much on non- 
instructional services. Proper organization

in savings of that order without any reduc: 
tion in services. 

Some kind of school tax campaign will be 
necessary next spring when the board’s au- 
thority to levy the present $1.51 rate ex- 
pires.

Two other proposed ordinances also ought 
to be taken up at once.

Alderman 
Roddy, chairman of the streets committee, has 
announced priority for consideration of this 
proposal, and that is all to the good. The

Four other measures supported by the 
Tucker Administration also ought to be con- 
sidered promptly. They are carry-overs from 
the board’s 1958-59 session and earlier. They 
include (1) a traffic control measure under 
which the Traffic Commissioner could regu- 
late traffic with the Aldermen retaining a 
veto power; (2) a school fire safety bill re- 
quiring all public and parochial schools to 
comply with fire safety requirements of the 
1945 building code; (3) a public accommoda- 
tions bill along lines of the one urged repeat- 
edly by the Council on Human Relations, and 
(4) a measure authorizing the appointment of 
a full-time Off-Street Parking Director to su- 
pervise the day-to-day work of co-ordinating 
the city’s downtown and neighborhood park- 
ing program. 

The arguments for and against each of 
these proposals have been examined and re- 
examined several times, but the needs still 
exist. It is high time that the Aldermen moved 
to meet them. 


That Vote to Override 


When the roll was called in the Senate on 
overriding President Eisenhower's second 
veto of the $1,185,309,093 public works _ bill, 
12 Republicans broke away from the party 
leadership and joined in enacting the bill over 
the White House opposition.

Builders Tear Down 
A Street of Dreams 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15. 
EVERY STREET you live or work on becomes in time a 
street of dreams. 
An old way of life dies out, a new one is born, In most 
a the P08 hs oy. — a generation. Here in Manhattan 
™ Ee ee ae progress gobbles up the 
past at a swifter pace. 

Manhattan is a_ civic 
cannibal feeding on its own 
history, obedient only to 
the demands of its own re- 
morseless gr@wth, The 
more it criés over its past, 
the faster it tears it down. 

This is the obituary of 
one side of one city block 
in Manhattan—the north 
side of West Fifty-first 
street, between Fifth and 
Sixth avenues. 

It now is a big business 
block, studded with banks 
and office buildings. A 
giant red steamshovel’s

Shor’s celebrity eatery to 
make way for the founda- 
tions of the new 48-story

Zeckendorf hotel. 

It symbolizes the great changes now anes way in mid- 
Manhattan. 

Twenty years ago this West Fifty-first street block was a 
charming oasis in the city’s uproar with a colorful atmiosphere 
all its own. 

The vast mausoleum-like home of Mrs. Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, last of the big league society dowagers, anchored the 
block elegantly to Fifth avenue. From there it ran raffishly 
downhill socially to the scream of the strident ‘Sixth avenue, 
elevated trains. 

In the ‘‘Little Hotel,” an architectural crime in terra cotta, 
was the spiritual home of ‘‘The Many Lands Poker Club.” It 
got its name from the fact, when a loser griped about a bad 
hand, the other players chorused: 


“In many lands I have traveled and many strange sights 


seen—but never luck like yours.” 


The block was inhabited by a colorful crew of newsmen, 
actors, admen, songwriters, grifters, drifters and hipsters, 
On an average evening you could run into everyone from 
a ee ee ee 
on her. luck. 


There were expensive restaurants and cheap restaurants 
and a few sidewalk cafes where you could sit and watch the 
soot from brownstone chimneys drift mellowly down and 
pepper your salad. At one such cafe a retired French professor 
from Columbia University held court, and made his own small 
Paris. 

At an Irish bar you could get an honest slug of Scotch 
for 35 cents, and the house bought every third drink. At Louis’s 
you could get a three-course lunch for 45 cents. 

Along this same melting pot of the appetite also was the 
Stockholm, the Chateau Richelieu and Pat Moriarity’s, a. 
favorite hangout of the Radio City Music Hall Rockettes. All 
saw the handwriting on the wall’ and moved away. So did the 
cooing pigeons, who obligingly passed up the regular neighbor- 
hood hangers-on and picked tourists for targets. 

It was also a block of small craftsmen. There were the 
old book dealer, the shoe repair man, the violin maker, the 
seamstress who specialized in costumes for strip tease artists, 
and a hair dresser who did the best blonde bleaches in town, 


They are gone now. So are the characters who made 
the block memorable. There was Jonathan Winters, gayest 
of the “sick” comedians. There was “Bo-Bo”—known by 
no other name—who had a fascinating habit of looking at 
himself in the bar mirrors and saying “Bo-bo-bo-bo-bo . . .”” 
and never bored anybody. 


And there was little Scotty who carried a rope in his hand 
and bet you 50 cents you couldn’t tie him up so he couldn't 
get away. He was known as “the poor man’s Houdini.” . 

There was a famous death in this block. Collier’s magazine: 
died here—and had’a magnificent wake. 

Commerce has taken over the block. But as the big red 
steamshovel digs the reluctant earth one who remembers thinks 
less on the glory this West Fifty-first street block will know 
than on the lonesome glory of the good times it has already 
known, when the world was younger, now gone by forever.

Plants i in Sick Room 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: My earliest reselidétion of taeda 
mental medicine was that human beings exhale carbon dioxide 
while plant life absorbs it, returning oxygen to the atmosphere. 
It would seem, therefore, that plants in the house would be 


beneficial, but ‘someone’ said that in hospitals they remove |» 


all plants at night from patients’ rooms. They might do it, 
of course, to water the plants or allow easier cleaning, but - 
after talking to half a dozen men of fairly good intelligence, 
I have not found a clear answer to my first stated opinion. 
~T, F.S. Jr.” 

I quite agree with you. Plants absorb carbon dioxide. es 
leaves retain the carbon (plant life is primarily carbon) and 
give off oxygen. 

It used to be’ that plants were diligently removed from 
hospital or sick rooms. I can remember when this was true, 
so nurses who were brought up with this habit are plentiful 


But why did this notion evolve? I do not know. 

However, let me carry on with another thought. The fact 
that plants thus filter carbon out of the atmosphere and give 
off oxygen does not mean that plant life gives off any enor- 
mous amount of oxygen—or picks up an enormous amount of 
carbon. A tree, with thousands of leaves, accumulates quite 
a lot of carbon over a period of 25 or 50 years. How much 
is that per day? Not a great deal.

THE FOURTH, fifth and sixth 
grades are a period of despond- 
ency for parents. 

This age, together with that of 
adolescenee, hag called the 
time when it is to love 
your children, but the time when 
they need the most love. We find 
ourselves nagging our child to do 
certain things, rather than asking 
his opinion of understanding his 
desire to be a grown up member 
of the family. : 

At the beginning of the fourth 
grade, a youngster should be 
able to read easy material fairly 
rapidly, and write legibly, if not 
beautifully. His spelling ability 
is limited. He is eager to learn 
about the past, He likes to get 
money and spend it; he likes to 
measure things—he is ready for 
more intensive mathematics. 


It is important to keep in 
mind that a %year-old who 
reads well and seems to have a 
sound foundation in other skills 
will not automatically retain 
those skills. Reading must be 
constantly practiced. Parents 
can encourage children to read 
by having books and maga- 
zines in the home, and by set- 
ting an example. : 


Most 9-year-olds like to draw 
and paint; if they show real abili- 
ty they should be encouraged and 
if possible given special training. 

Giving children a weekly al- 
lowance probably will help them 
handle money and use figures. 
Some may be interested in work- 
ing out a budget for themselves. 
Discussing scores of baseball 
games and other sports is an- 
other way to encourage interest 
in figures. 

Parents can do much to en- 
courage interest in science. A 
young man doing cancer re- 
search told me, “My father 
brought me a cheap microscope 
on my tenth birthday, and sug- 
gested I look at a drop of water. 
It was the opening of a magic 
door to me.” 


The middle years of childhood 
are a period of increasing after- 
school activities. This is the time 
of Little League baseball teams, 
sandlot games, jump rope mara- 
thons, roller skating, extensive 
bike riding. It is also the time 
of music and dancing lessons, 
and religious school activities. 

It is true we want our children 
to have every possible advantage, 
but we should also try to provide 
a little time for them to relax 
and daydream. It.is not a good 
idea to so load a child’s after 
school program that he feels 
pressured.

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Testing a child's aptitude should not be neglected beyond the fourth or fifth grades. 


ters, or cannot pronounce certain 
sounds correctly? Does your 
school system employ a speech 
therapist? If not, why not? A 
speech difficulty, however minor, 
is a serious handicap. 

Emotional problems are often 
the-major obstacles to a child’s 
progress. An alert teacher knows 
when a student is troubled and 
immediately refers him to the 
school psychologist. This is us- 
ually done after consulting par- 
ents. Sometimes the psychologist 
finds problems he cannot tackle 
and refers the child to a guidance 
clinic which treats the parents 
too. Parents are learning that 
early treatment of emotional mal- 
adjustments is excellent prevent- 
ive medicine, smoothing the way 
for easier adolescence and adult 
living. 

A psychologist also gives tests 
to determine scholastic achieve- 
ment, mental ability, capacity 
to learn, personality characteris- 
tics and, later, aptitude for cer- 
tain vocations. 

The field of. testing is an in- 
tensely exciting one in which 
recent developnients are phe- 
nomenal, There are intelligence 


tests, vocational tests, diagnostic 
tests, personality tests, and doz- 
ens of others. 

Many educators have unques- 
tioning faith in tests. and not 
only the educators. Personnel 
workers in many fields depend 
largely on tests to help select 
and even promote workers. The 
faith is probably justified in a 
majority of cases. But in indi- 
vidual cases tests can be mis- 
leading. 

Parents should not accept test 
scores without question. If a 
parent insists, a teacher or gui- 
dance adviser can often arrange 
‘to have a child retested under 
more favorable conditions. It is 
often advisable to have a child 
tested at different ages and for 
different purposes —to diagnose 
any subject matter weaknesses, 
test emotional maturity, discover 
special aptitudes and so on.
